When the enemy was reported in 
sight: Beatty’s' battle cruisers... . 
had just altered course to the 
south-caétward, the signal to do so 
having been made by flags... . 
The flags could not be distinguishéd 
by “Barham,” flagship of the . 5th 
Battle , Squadron, at the distance 
she had been stationed, and it was 
not repeated to her by other means’ 
at the -‘“‘Lion’s” disposal, 

Fatal Minutes, 

It was some minutes, therefore, 
before. Bvan-Thomas realised that 
the, battle cruisers had, altered 
course. 

As they had also increased speed 
to 22 knots, the Sth Battte Squadron 
was soon left over ten miles astern, 
and was for some time actually out 
of sight. 

This ‘failure, in the “Lion,” to 
convey the executive order to turn 
to the “Barham” still further delay- 
ed the time at which these powerful 
battleships could come into action 
to support the battle cruisers. 

Turning to previous published 
versions of Jutland, | Admiral 
Harper writes :— 

The “Official Narrative” is a curi- 
ous, disjointed. production, Im- 
portant facts are often half hidden 
in the form of foot-notes, especially 
where they refer to ‘our battle fleet, 
while Lord Jellicoe’s dignified and 
fully justified criticisma of its 
errors and defects, published in the 
form of an appendix, are answered 
by querulous interjections quite 
out of keeping with an official pub- 
licution. ... As an authentic re- 
cord it can only be described as 
thoroughly unsatisfactory. 

~ Churchill’s' Version. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, who has, 
lately ‘given us his views on Jut- 
land, must be suspéect from the time 
when he clalmed to have “discover- 
ed’ Admiral Beatty, and tried to 
impress on the public that the “de- 
efsions which I had the honour of 
taking (as Firat Lord of the Ad- 
miralty) in regard to him were most 
serviceable to’ the Royal Navy-and 
to the British arms.” 

This being’ so, we cannot expect 
to: find Mr. Churchill indulging’ in 
criticism which might reflect grave- 
ly on hig own judgment, but we do 
expect from a statesman of his

200 MILES IN OPEN. BOAT. 


John Bewley, an elderly 
Cleethorpes boatman, has just 
completed a voyage from: the! 
Tyne to Cleethorpes (over 200 
miles) unaccompanied, in an 
open 20ft, boat, with two similar 
boats “in, tow. Describing his 
experiences, he snid: ‘After: 
Jeaving Seaham Harbour, I ‘was , 
blown ott fifteen miles, and the. 
Seaham lifeboat gave me a tow: 
back.. When I left Hartlepool ; 
on April 7 the weather was 
calm, but close on midnight | 
snow and sleet made conditions ; 
most unpleasant. Heavy seas 
parted the, ropes, ‘which lashed ! 
the boats together, and for six 
hours I was making them: secure. ' 
Twice I tried “to round Flam- 
borough Head, but was driven j 
back, and for five days and nights 
I was wet' through. Subsequent- 
ly I had to shelter Filey Brigg. for 
two days. : 

“Twelve miles off Flamborough 
I was towed into Bridlington, and 
Iwas in harbour there for a 
week. From, Hornsea I rowed | | 
about twenty miles to Spurn, | ¢ 
where I‘was picked up: by aj 
trawler, and towed’ into the 
Humber, I had an auxiliary 
motor on the boat, but did not use 
it for more than half'an hour all 
the way, ‘depending on sailing 
and rowing for the remainder of 
the time.

would be of little commercial value, 

The world’s supply of potash ig 
derived from mines in Germany and 
in Alsace, and before the war Ger- 
many had practically a-monopoly. 
It has a hundred uses, being em- 
Ployed extensively in the prepara- 
tion of medicines, while in crude 
form it is also used as a fertiliser. - 

The difficulties of exploiting the 
properties of the Dead Sen are ‘im- 
mense. An inland sea; it is 47 
miles long and eight or nine miles 
wide, lies far below sen level, and 
is ‘surrounded, except. at the north- 
ern end, where the waters of the 
Jordan flow into it, by steep hills, 
over which it would be almost im- 
possible to run a railway line.
